of the national house, tlie insurgent Republicans and 
Democrats allied to shear the speaker of his power and 
their campaign against "Cannonism" undoubtedly be- 
came one•;of the issues of the past campaign.

And on the other hand, it is even said 
that Uncle Joe Cannon will bo one of the. leaders 
among Jbhe.new insurgents, declaring that there is much 
danger of a Democratic speaker becoming a czar, un- 
less shorn of some of the powers conferred upon the 
chair. It seems to make considerable d i ff e r e n c e 
Whose ox is gored. In fact the handful of last 
term 


insurgents appear to be the only consistent members 
in the new house. 


"WRIGHT RIGHT. 


There is a good deal of manhood about those Wright 


brothers of'Day ton, who have gained the public eye 
by flying high. A movement is on foot to have the Uni- 
ted States government appropriate half a million dol- 
lars for experiments in avia tiou and aeroplanes. Wil- 
bur Wright has come out in an interview against the 
proposition saying that it would give a tendency to 
waste money in useless experiment. Tie urges that the 
signal corps officers take the present day aeroplanes 
and see what they can do with them, and that con- 
gress appropriate say $5,000 for experimental pur- 
poses.

sulate in Cuidad Porflrio Diaz, Mex- 
ico, ^fust across the Rio Grande from 
Eagle Pass, was stoned by a crowd 
of Mexicans. 
Windows were broken, 


but no other damage was done. Con- 
bill Luther T. Ellsworth, who was in 
the building at the time the hostile 
demonstrations were made, says that 
he attaches no importance to the af- 
fair.
